The name Ontario was first recorded in the 
journals of North American travellers by Father 
Louis Hennepin. It derived from the Iroquois 
word ‘“‘Skanadario,’’ meaning beautiful lake. 


The shield of the Pro- 
vince of Ontario was 
granted Royal Warrant 
by Queen Victoria in 
1868, and the crest and 
supporters by King 
Edward VII in 1909. The 
shield consists of three 
: golden maple leaves on 

Ontario a green background 
with the banner of St. George, a red cross on 
white background. Above the shield is the crest, 
a black bear standing on a wreath of gold and 
green while a moose and a deer support the left 
and right. The Latin motto means ‘Loyal she 
began, Loyal she remains.” 


The Ontario 
flag was adopted by the Legislature in 1965. 


The white trillium was 
recommended as the 
floral emblem of the 
Province by the Ontario 
Horticultural Society 
and approved by the 

ties i Legislature in 1937. 

It can be found in the deciduous forest and 
woodlands in late April and May. 


Ontario’s official 
mineral emblem is the 
semi-precious purple 
gemstone, amethyst, 
adopted by the Legis- 
lature in 1975.
